The Alabama Experiment Sta- 
tion, in 1949, reported good re- 
sults with two applications of sul- 
fur dust, sprinkled on the floor 
and nests, 7 to 10 days gpart, at 
the rate of 2 pounds per 100 sa. 
feet of floor space, one application 
of sulfur dust at the rate of 4 
pounds per 100 sq. feet of floor 
space, two applications, 7 to 10 
days apart, of Black Leaf 40 at 
the rate of one ounce per 20 linear 
feet of roost, one application of 
sodium flouride dust at the rate 
of 5 pinches per bird, and one ap- 
plication of a pint of 5% wet- 
table DDT sprayed over 35 birds 
in a catching coop. 

Benzene hexachloride has been 
reported on favorable by many 
investigators. This can be obtain- 
ed as a roost paint or prepared 
from wettable benzene hexachlor- 
ide powder. One pound of 6 per 
cent wettable benzene hexachlor- 
ide is mixed with 5 quarts of wa- 
ter and either sprayed or painted 
on the roosts. When sprayed, this 
will treat 200 to 300 birds and 
when painted on the roosts, ap- 
proximately 500 birds. A second 
application 7 to 10 days later, is 
necessary in open buildings. 

When depending on fumigation 
action of the insecticide, such as 

with benzene hexachloride and 
Black Leaf 40, it is best to use 
the product shortly before roost- 
ing and on a calm warm day, if 
possible.

Deer hunting in California is 
a thing of the past for this sea- 
son with the exception of the 
special controlled female deer hunt 
to be conducted in Modoc County 
next month. Applications for this 
have all been issued but other 
sportsmen don’t have to hang up 
their rifles yet. The black bear 
season continues until the end 
of December and wardens report 
a great number of these animals 
in Madera, Fresno and Tulare 
counties. 

Next on the winged game qgen- 
da is the opening of the duck 
season at noon tomorrow. (Fri- 
day). The daily bag and _ posses- 


ducks with only one wood duck 
to be included. 


Huntsmen may take the same 
number of geese but not more 
than two can be Canada geese 
or its near relative, the Hutchins 
or cackling geese. Furthermore, 
the bag limit may not contain 
more than two white fronted 
geese or two Brant and Koss 
geese are fully protected at all 
times. 


To Check Possession 

Federal game wardens will real- 
ly bear down on any person at- 
tempting to beat the new posses- 
sion limit. Shipping the birds 
home and then killing additional 
ones, even if the wife or some 
other relative at home has a li- 
cense and duck stamp will be a 
violation of the law. The water- 
fowler may have in _ possession 
the six ducks and the? six geese 
as well as fifteen mud hens.
